WILL ARMS LEGISLATION STOP 
CRIME! 

Chicago, March 24.+There appears to 
be considerable sentiment for’ legisia- 
tion forbidding the manufacture or sa!» 
of pistols or revolvers and providing 
Severer penalties for carrying them. it 
is said that such legislation wjll have 
@ tendenhey to decrease the number of 
crimes of violence. 

Such a conclusion must necessarily be 
predicated. upon the theory that such 
legislation will disarm the criminal. That 
one will be léss likely to commit the 
crime of robbery because the carrying 
of the “weapon with which the robbery 
is Committed is also made a crime would 
scarcely séem tenable. Is such legisia- 
tion Hkely to disarm the criminal? 

There are many pistols and revolvers 
in private hands today; more must 
necessarily be manufactured for the 
police, for the army, for private watch- 
men. Is it likely that legislation for- 
bidding tile manufacture, sale or carriage 
of small arms will prevent a determined 

who requires small arms for 
professional purposes from acquiring 
them? No one who desires to secure a 
moderate amount of liquor has the 
slightest difficulty. Is it likely that leg- 
islation forbidding the sale of small arms 
will prevent the criminal from securing 
a pistol? One fact will make the pro- 
posed legislation much more difficult of 
enforcement than prohibition. Pistols are 
not consumed by use. . 

One class such legislation will very 
effectively disarm. That is the decent, 
law abiding, Propertied class, who are 
the usual victime of crimes of violence.
